(Currently amended) The system of Claim 4 wherein the EPG obiects comprise th e memory 
in th e syst e m includes a second set of objects that includes at least one of a schedule times, 
channel identification, or title, corresponding to a program.

electronic conmierce (e-commerce) objects; and 

enabling a user interface (UI) for interaction with the localized interactive content and e- 
commerce objects . 

24. (Currently amended) The machine-readable storage medium of Claim 23 wherein the EPG is 
stored in a set-top box, a television, or a VCR. 

25. (Original) The machine-readable storage medium of Claim 24 further including instructions 
to provide a plurality of drivers, one of the drivers communicating with a separate unit to 
replenish programming information.
